UR manner of dress is important. Ap- 
parel of fine quality and styling has 
helped many a man toward success. A 


lovely gown has often led to romance and ful- 
fillment. 


Much has been written about the garb of 
Jesus of Nazareth, especially the so-called seam- 
less robe that Jesus is known to have worn during 
His ministry. 

“Now the coat was without seam, woven from 
the top throughout,” is the description that we 
find in John 19:23. 

I like to think of Jesus’ tunic as the “seemless” 
robe of Jesus Christ. Things are not always as 
they seem. This is a statement that we often hear. 
It means that we cannot trust appearances. Ac- 
cording to Webster, the word “‘seem’’ means to 
be in appearance. 


Many persons saw what seemed to be a bereft 
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and pitiful captive struggling up Calvary. In 
reality, He who climbed the hill was Jesus of 
Nazareth, the most victorious, triumphant figure 
in history. 

Now, about you; do you seem weak? Do you 
seem helpless? Do you seem poverty-stricken ? 

Something within us cries out in indignation 
against these questions. Sometimes we want to 
tise up in righteous wrath and wipe out this 
word seem and the man we seem to be. 

There is a way to meet this impulse—a gentle, 
loving way. It involves our imaging power of 
thought. 

In quiet prayer don carefully the seemless 
tobe of Jesus Christ. Imagine that you place it 
reverently about you. Imagine that its fine fabric 
is about your shoulders. Frequently, during the 
course of your day, stop for a moment to consider 
the substance with which Jesus was clothed: faith 
with which to know that the Father is the 
source of supply, light to show the channels for 
receiving, understanding to reveal the wisdom of 
giving and power to awaken the ability to ac- 
complish. 

Suddenly, no longer do you seem to be; you 
are. No longer do appearances blind you to the 
divine child that God knows you to be. As God's 
beloved child and heir to His kingdom, you

stand ready to claim your inheritance. 

Since we have discussed the significance of the 
seemless robe of Jesus Christ, let us learn how 
to wear it. There is a wealth of meaning that can 
be gathered from John’s words that the coat 
was “woven from the top throughout.” 

Where does the illumining action of the Christ 
Spirit begin in us? It begins in our consciousness 
It begins as we elevate our thoughts to a place 
where the ordinary, everyday beliefs and opinions 
do not enter. We become acquainted with this 
state of mind in prayer. 

How, then, does the illumining action of the 
Christ Spirit become known in our minds, our 
bodies, and our affairs? It becomes known as 
illumined thoughts are woven into the pattern of 
our thinking. When illumined thoughts replace 
unillumined beliefs and opinions, the warp and 
woof of our thought pattern undergoes a change. 
Our minds are filled with light instead of dark- 
ness. Our bodies respond to an awakened in- 
telligence that is now in charge. We find our 
affairs become more pleasant. The radiant Christ 
Spirit infolds us completely. 

Let us learn how to wear the robe of Jesus 
Christ as we go about this daily adventure that 
we call living; for instance, how to dress for suc- 
cess. 


















Once a friend gave me three shirts. He noticed 
that I was about the same build as he had been 
before he gained weight and, as the shirts were 
in excellent condition he thought I could use 
them. 

I discovered that they were costly shirts; they 
had a custom-made quality and cut that far sur- 
passed anything I had previously worn. They 
excited my interest. I began reviewing what I 
knew of this friend. What kind of man regularly 
attired himself in shirts such as these? 

First of all, this friend was a successful man 
in a responsible position. He could be described 
as a man of action, he was alert, generous, loving, 
and well-liked by everyone. 

Secondly, he was a man whose work kept him 
constantly on the move. He traveled from place to 
place over a wide area and accomplished many 
constructive things. 

When I wore one of these shirts I always 
found myself behaving with more decisiveness 
than usual. I was more openhanded and friendly 
and acted as though I had more confidence in 
myself and in other people. I found myself choos- 
ing to wear one of the shirts whenever I faced 
a task that demanded confidence and decisive 
thinking and behavior. 

There is nothing mysterious about this. I was 
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merely reminded of these qualities that I knew 
were always present in the previous owner of the 
shirt. And when I was reminded I became aware 
of many of these good qualities in myself. 

This day I put on the robe of the Christ. In 
faith I move wisely, sure of success. 

As you affirm these words for yourself, know 
that every quality necessary for success is already 
yours for the claiming and exercising. When you 
are attired in the robe of Jesus Christ you become 
aware of these qualities within yourself and con- 
fidently put them into action in your life and 
affairs. You find that wisdom is a matter of choos- 
ing the good; faith is seeing the good; success 
is moving toward the good. You are dressed for 
success in the seemless robe of Jesus Christ. 

Now, as to health and healing: 

“If I do but touch his garment, I shall be made 
whole.” 

There was faith in the heart of the woman of 
the Bible who said these words within herself. 
There was love and good cheer in Jesus’ blessing 
as she touched His garment. And she was made 
whole. 

If such a healing was brought about through 
merely touching the hem of His garment, think of 
the wonderful activating power loosed within you 
as you mentally become completely attired in the 
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garment of Jesus Christ! 
Ah yes, you say, but that which the woman 
touched was the actual garment; all the powers 
that made up the divine person of Jesus Christ 
were clothed in it. But this, of which we are 
speaking, is only an imaginary putting on of an 
imaginary robe or tunic. 

Is love any the less divine when it is an ex- 
pression of the Christ Spirit within you than it 
was as the Christ within Jesus? Does faith see 
less of health and wholeness through your eyes? 
Not when you let the Christ Spirit take charge. 

As I stand arrayed in the robe of Jesus Christ 
I let God’s full will of wholeness be done in me. 

Affirm these words until every nerve, cell, and 
muscle in you tingles with the quickening, up- 
lifting, and healing force of God’s perfect life. 
Praise God for the love, the faith, and the light 
that infold you; even the robe of Jesus Christ. 

As to supply: 

Did you ever say to yourself: “See here, things 
don’t look too good in the financial department; 
somebody's going to have to hustle and bring 
in greater supply if all these needs are to be met.” 

Then when a spark of growing faith within you 
seemed to say, ‘I have the secret of abundance,” 
did you mentally shout it down and shut it up 
with the thought, “What's the use, what do I 
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know of wealth?” 

The next time you take part in a one-man dia- 
logue such as this, clothe yourself in the robe 
of Jesus Christ. Then go about for a time and 
deliberately recognize, affirm, and praise the good 
that you know is in the world about you. Accept 
yourself as a channel for the wise use of this 
good. Know that this good is blessed and in- 
creased through your understanding of God as its 
source. 

Finally, set forth in full strength to accept the 
abundant good your Father intends for you. Af- 
firm the following: Iz my Jesus Christ robe, I 
lay claim to my good. 

These are just a few of the possibilities in- 
herent in wearing the robe of Jesus Christ. Wear 
it as the robe of the beloved Elder Brother and 
be alert to every blessing it brings you. Further, 
just as you would lovingly place part of your 
cloak over the shoulders of a friend, share its 
warmth with anyone you are led to bless. 

Does your wearing this robe mean you are pre- 
tending to be that which you are not? No! It 
means that you are learning to express the real 
you; you are then unhampered by other beliefs 
and opinions. Jesus was perfectly Himself. As you 
express the Christ Spirit in your mind, your body, 
and your affairs you become completely yourself.

In a corner of the room out of sight from most 
points, eight wooden folding chairs face each 
other in a small circle. On each chair lies a copy 
of DaiLy WorbD, opened to the day’s lesson. 

If you walk unexpectedly on the scene, you 
are struck by the drama of the setting. It is a 
silent corner, but it comes alive with striking 
force when your mind grasps the idea that it is 
a place. set aside by workmen for prayer. The 
waiting chairs seem to be keeping watch for the 
return of workers who consider this a place of 
refuge.

The 
boiler room will have its quota of men in over- 
alls giving their thought to God. Silent Unity will 
have its more than one hundred and thirty con- 
secrated workers occupied for the first half hour 
of their day in the same way in their beautiful 
sanctuary of prayer. Thus it will be throughout 
the Unity offices and the 1109 acres of Unity 
Village as Unity workers gather each morning to 
begin their day with Dany Worp. 

This time-of prayer has been a custom at 
Unity School for thirty-four years, since DAILY 
Worp began in July, 1924. More than any other 
activity at Unity it has meaning for Unity workers 
because it is a time during the day when unity 
of spirit and thought is certain. It is a time when 
the strength of people of like mind, their thoughts 
turned Godward, is combined as they pray to- 
gether.
